When  applied  as  a  dense  web.  the  stretched  film  [an  industrial 
form  of  saran  wrapl  forms  cocoon-like  structures  around 
clusters  of  objects  working  internally  in  compression. 

For  a  period  of  one  week  he  will  be  using  the  storefront  and  its 
surrounding  environment  as  a  studio  to  create  a  series  of 
constructions  exploring  the  structural  possibilities  of  this 
unique  method  of  building.
